Just as talk about Christmas always 
touches the imagination cf the youthful, 
so does discussion of the holidays lend a 
sweet consolation to those of us whose 
minds and bodies are run down with the 
year’s toil.

ESERVED judgment defining the basis 
R on which institutions could claim 
exemption from local rates on the 
ground that they served ‘“‘ charitable pur- 
poses,’ was delivered in an appeal which 
brought by Rev. Father Barnabas 
MeGahan, O.F.M., and the Franciscan Com- 
munity, Killarney.

In that Court the broader ques- 
tion had been raised that, even if the finding 
by the High Court was correct, nevertheless 
the premises were used for charitable pur 
poses within the meaning of the phrase as 
understood by the Court of Chancery, and 
that the decision in O'Neill v. the Commis- 
sioner for Valuation, under which the phrase 
as used in the Valuation Acts, was given a 
more limited meaning, was incorrect and 
should be overruled. The case had been 
sresented for the appellants by Mr. Gayan 
Duffy in a very exhaustive argument, in 
which he cited and examined all the relevart 
authorities, as well as the many statutes 
which were passed before the existing. system 
of rating and valuation took its present form.

property held upon charitable trust. Un- 
doubtedly the words ‘‘ cherity ’’ and “ charit- 
able purpose’’ had in popular use a signifi- 
cance in which the idea of relief of the poor 
was predominant, but they had also in law 
a technidal sense. The present case was 
one of great complexity and difficulty. The 
state of affairs now existing was so different 
from that which existed when the many 
statutes introducing the valuation code were 
passed that it was necessary closely ‘to 
scrutinise the object that it was intended 
that those statutes should accomplish. 


LIMITED EXEMPTIONS. 
The Poor Relief (Ireland) Act, 1838, pro- 


vided that “no church, chapel or other 
building exclusively dedicated to religious 
worship or exclusively used for the educa- 
tion of the poor, nor any burial ground ot 
cemetery,, nor any infirmary, hospital or 
charity school or other building used ex- 
clusively for charitable purposes, nor any 
building, land or hereditament dedicated to, 
or used for public purposes, shall be rate- 
able, except where any private profit shall 
be directly derived therefrom, in which case 
the person deriving such profit or use shall 
be liable to be rated as occupier according 
to the annual value of such profit or use.’ 
The hereditaments exempted from poor rate 
by that proviso were of limited extent, and 


would not include those belonging 
to the appellants, upless used for 
the education of the poor. In. the 


view of the Court, the Valuation Acts 
did not seem to be at all intended to alter 
ratability. They rather seemed to apply to 
the valuation of property which was liable to 
be rated, and had nothing to do with what 
property is to be rated. Exemptions from 
r rate were to be ascertained from the 
rating provisions of the Poor Relief (Ireland) 
Act, 1830, Sec. 63. It would, im their 
opinion, bring about results not intended by 
the Legislature if exemption were now to 
be sought, not in the proviso to Sec. 63 of 
the Poor Relief Act, but in the Valuation 
Act ot 1854. They agreed with the judges 
of the High Court in so deciding. In their 
opinion the phrase ' for the education of 
the poor ” was not meant to refer to persons 
who had become poor by the adoption of a 
religious vov of poverty.

Mabel Wilson and her husband, Thomas John 
Wilson, of Beaufield, Stillorgan, and the

by a belt of matured trees. By a conveyance 
of 17th June, 1928, Thomas John Wilson con- 
veyed to the Mount Merrion Estates, Ltd., the

She surrendered the lease of 8th June, 1926. 
and got a lease on 2lst August, 1929, with 
the covenant not to cut down the trees re 
ferred to without the consent of her or Mr. 
Wilson, 

The Guardian Assurance Company agreed 
in August, 1929, to advance £40,000 to the 
Mount Merrion Estates, Ltd., on the security 
of the property, and by an agreenent of 23rd 
October, 1935, they agreed to sell portion of 
the land to John Kenny for £18,000, the 
land including that which had been demised 
to Mrs. Wilson in the lease of 21st August, 
1929, and the agreement providing that the 
sale was to be subject to the lease of 21st 
August, 1929, and the covenants contained in 
it. By an indenture of 19th December, 1933, 
the Guardian Assurance Company, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Kenny, conveyed the property 
to Irish Homes, Ltd., and the defendants, 
for the purpose of their building scheme, 
had adopted a lay-out which would render 
necessary the cutting or removal of many of 
the existing trees on the avenue in violation 
of the restrictive covenant in the lease of 
21st August, 1929. : 

The defendants; in their defence, denied 
that Mrs. Wilson surrendered her lease of 
8th June, 1926, and said that the lease of 
Z2ist August, 1929, was void, and that they 


were not parties to it, and were not bound . 


by its covenants. The alleged lease of 21st 
August, 1929, was made (if at all) as part 
of a scheme for the development of the 
Mount Merrion Estate for building purposes, 
and it was in the contemplation of all parties 
to it that the avenue and the lands adjoin 
ing should be developed as a building estate. 
that in the course of the development roads 
should be laid out, intersecting the avenue, 
and that the construction of such roads 
would necessitate the cutting down of some 
of the existing trees bordering on the avenue. 
The scheme of cevelopment adopted by Irish 
Homes, Ltd., provided for the cutting of 
the minimum number of trees, and such 
cutting was not a breach of the restric- 
tive covenant. The defendants proposed 
to. construct only two roads _ imter- 
secting the avenue, and if one of 
these roads, which was nearest the main road, 
was constructed only six trees would need 
to be cut, and the other road, if constructed. 
would not involve the cutting of any of the 
trees. They intended to get the plaintiffs’ 
permission to cut the trees, 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. E. 


9. Robinson (instructed by Messrs. Matheson, 
Ormsby and Prentice) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; and Mr, Martin Maguire, K.C., Mr. 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Art O'Connor (in- 
structed by Messrs. Corrigan and Corrigan) 
for the defendants. 

The action, said Mr. FitzGibbon, was for 
an injunction to restrain a breach. by the 
Fig anma of a perfectly definite restrictive 
covenant contained in the lease which was 
made in 1929 by the Mount Merrion Estates, 
Ltd., to the plaintiff Mrs. Wilson. The 
questions of law involved were really quite 
simple, and were now very clearly established 
by authority. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—I suppose the ques- 
tion involved is whether. or not the defendants 
are bound by the covenant. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that that was so. 
There was a direct covenant between the 
lessor and the lessee in the lease which bound 
the defendants, and the, plaintiffs were en- 
titled to enforce it. He cited several 
authorities in support of his argument, and 
had not concluded when the Court adjourned 
until to-day.

pared with 137,250,000 last year, an increase 
of 140 per cent. Most of the increase in ex 
ports was ir the trade with Great Britain, 
which took 290,750,000ft., compared with

SOME REMARKABLE 
FIGURES. 


————— 


TE British Railway Press Bureau has 
recently issued a booklet whicn 
makes both interesting and amusing 
reading. It is a habit of the public to 
take its railways rather for granted, with- 
out pausing to consider the vast amount 
of time and money that is spent by them 
on securing the safety and comiort of 
every traveller by rail. 

Thus the capital invested reaches the 
enormous total of £1,100,000,000, a sum 
beyond the imaginative capacity of most 
individuals. In 1933, the year to which 
the booklet applies, 1,100,000,000 people 
travelled by train, and every foot of the 
permanent way which these millions 
journeyed over was inspected daily by 
employés of the railways. 


MILLIONS OF TRAINS. 


Proof of the popularity of this type of 
transport is afforded by the records of the 
number of excursion ‘and other special 
summer tickets issued, the former total- 
ling 378,000,000, and the latter some 
20,000,000. Among all these millions of 
trains which sped over England last year 
only two failed to present their full com- 
plement of passengers at their destina- 
tions, and the loss of life suffered by these 
unlucky ones was no larger than six. Six 
people dead out of 1,100,000,000 means 
that for every one killed 183,000,000 travel 
in perfect safety. 

These figures become still more impres- 
sive when it is realised that 255,000,000 
miles were covered in all during the year 
in question. 

It is an interesting commentary on 
railway progress that the highest 
authentic speed ever reached by a 
train was registered as long ago as 1904, 
when the Ocean Mail ress attained a 
speed of 105.3 miles per hour. It is pro- 
bably the fault of the tracks rather than 
that of the engine designers that this record 
has not been bettered in more recent times, 
though the British railways have always 
concentrated on the safety and comfort of 
its passengers more than on the obtaining 
of speed records. 

The Swindon-Paddington trip of the 
‘“ Cheltenham Flyer,’ at a start to stop 
average of 71.3 miles per hour, still consti- 
tutes a record, however, which has never 
been beaten. 


LONGEST NON-STOP RUN. 


Great Britain also holds the record for 

the world’s longest non-stop journey, which 
is held in summer by the “ Flying Scots. 
man,’’ with its 3924 mile trip from King’s 
Cross to Edinburgh, and throughout the 
year by the Royal Scot, which traverses 
the 299 miles between Carlisle and Euston 
every day. 
_ The trains which make these long 
journeys are practically hotels in them- 
selves, as indeed they must be if the 
British railways’ reputation for com- 
fort is to be maintained. Springing 
and lighting is naturally as good as pro- 
gress can make them, and within recent 
years a number of refinements have been 
added, which make all the difference be- 
tween a night of restless misery and a 
night of luxurious comfort. 

A fair percentage of the Scottish ex- 
presses contain shower-baths in the sleep- 
ing car compartments, in addition to hair- 
dressing saloons, with a permanent staff 
of experts always in attendance. Should 
the traveller become tired of the literature 
he has brought with him, the most up-to- 
date wireless sets are at his disposal, while 
his bodily méeds are ably cared for by 
kitchens fitted in many cases with all- 
electric cookers. Some trains, whose run- 
ning times do not coincide with the 
ordinary meals of the day, have buffet 
cars attached, which are intended to 
supply every kind of light refreshment. 
In all, 7,500,000 meals are served on the 


restaurant cars annually. 


MERCHANDISE. 


The railways are still the most important 
food-carrying agents in the British Isles, 
and the amount of. fish, meat and 
vegetables which is transported annually 
is astounding. 

Every night more than 370 express 
freight trains run between the great pro- 
ducing centres of the Kingdom, and goods 
conveyed by these trains are delivered on 
the morning following despatch. 

In one year 500,000 tons of fish are 
landed at British ports, and are eaten for 
breakfast in the great London hotels next 
day. 190,000,000 gallons of fresh milk 
are carried in special containers—some of 
them glass-lined—every year, and the 
amount of meat carried is even greater. 

The railways make provision for every 

kind of freight. 6,800 tons of spring 
flowers are delivered in London each year 
from the Channel Isles and other centres 
in cars specially designed to preserve their 
freshness. Scenery, animals, motor cars, 
long girders and plate-glass are also con- 
veyed in their own type of wagon. 
The charges for transportation of these 
goods are infinitesimal. An interesting 
table is appended to the booklet which 
gives the amounts of various commodities 
which can be sent to London from their 
producing centres for one penny. Thus a 
penny will cover the transport costs of 
óilb. of apples and pears from Evesham 
to London, and the charge is the same for 
2lb. of cod despatched from Aberdeen. 


CARE AND COMFORT. 


Apart from the actual train services the 
railways make full provision for the com- 


j fort of their customers with a group of 79 


modern hotels, which is in itself another 
world’s record for establishments under 
one management. ‘This number is now 
being added to, whilst constant ery: 
ments are carried out on the hotels 
already in existence. ; 

No less than fifty families change their 
place of residence every day with the help 
of the railways. Expert packers can be 
obtained, and the furniture delivered from 
door to deer by motor lorries of the most 
up-to-date pattern, 

In this departmént the British railways 
hold yet another record, with the employ- 
ment of 487 light motor tractors, knewn 
as ‘‘ mechanical horses,” which combine 
the speed of a motor-car with the handi- 
ness of a horse, and which are conse- 
uently of inestimable benefit in these 
ders of crowded streets.

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STRATOSPHERE 
ASCENT. 


BELGIAN PROFESSOR'S| 
ATTEMPT THIS WEEK.

F weather permits, another agit inte the 
stratosphere will be made this week by 
Professor Max Cosyns with an assistant. 


of Professor Piccard’s. 

Tucked inside an aluminium globe, with 
walls only one-eighth of an inch thick, which 
is attached to a balloon of 14,000 cubic metres 
capacity, they intend to make an ascent of 
about ten miles for sciéntific purposes, says 
Reuter from Brussels. 

Professor Cosyns has twice made previous 
ascents, the first under thé guidance of Pro- 
fessor Piceard, the stratosphere expert, and 
the second in 1932 with De Bruyn, a young 
Dutch engineer. 

Unfavourable conditions in the upper 
regions of the stratosphere have caused the 
attempt, which was 2;!ansea for last weék, to 
be postponed, but Professor Cosyns hopes to 
start at least before the end of the week. 

The object of the ascent is to study the 
cosmic ray, and one of the new pieces of equip- 
mént taken on this attempt is a caméra fitted 
with an automatic exposure and changing de- 
vice, from which much is expected. The de- 
vice was constructed by M. Jacques 
Deéstappés, who has been responsible for com: 
pleting the 1i-ton glebe and its numerous 
gadgets. : 

Another novelty is the “ demuyter sleeve, ’ 
which passes vertically through the balloon. 
Its purpose is to allow the pilot to check his 
ascent at any stage. 


ASCENT TO BE BROADCAST. 


Wireless has also been fitted to enable 
Cosyns to maintain contact with the motor 
cars detailed to follow him. A déscription of 
the ascent—which will begin at about 4 a.m. 
and should last between 12 and 15 hours—will 
be broadcast, and an attempt will be made to 
relay Cosyns’s messages from the stratosphere: 

The point of departure is Hour-Havenne, 
on the River Lesse, in the Belgian Ardennes. 
It was chosen for its “ pudding-basin '” shape 
to givé protection to the balloon until the 
start is made. Elaborate preparations have 
been made for accommodating the public. 

No attempt will be made to beat the alti- 
tude record on this occasion, and the supplies 
of compressed oxygen that Cosyns will carry 
are just sufficient to support life while he 
and his assistant are in the rarefied upper 
atmosphere ana the siratosphere itself. 

An aéroplane will also stand by in case the 
two motor cars are unable to follow the 
stratospherists’ route.

EMBEZZLEMENT 
CHARGE. 


EX-MANAGER ACQUITTED 


BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY.) 
he trial was continued of Arthur W. Ashe 
(40), of Sandymount avenue, Dublin, who 
pleaded not guilfy to a charge of embezzling 
various sums of money amounting to £1 Ye. 
7d. The accused man was at the time 
manager of the branch shop of Messrs. John 
Tyler and Sons, Ltd., at 29 North Ear] street, 
and the alleged embezzlement was in respect 
of sums sent to him by country customers of 
the firm for purchases. 
The accused pleaded not guilty to omitting 
vital particulars from-his postal sales books. 
He had pleaded guilty to having falsely re- 
presented that two consignments of shoes 
sent from Messrs. John Tyler and Sons, Ltd., 
Leicester, to their branch shop at 29 North 
Earl street in December and April last were 
received short by nine pairs and five pairs 
respectively to the total value of £4 4s. 6d. 


. Arthur H. Tyler, naninges dixettor 
the firm, and Mr. A. Birkett Tyler, diréttor, 


gave evidence with regard to the classifica- 
tien of stock and the discovery of dis- 
crepancies in the business carried on bythe 
accused man. 

The accuséd man stated that he had been 
eight and a half years with the firm. When 
he first wént there the postal trade totalled 
only a few hundred pounds per year and 
when he left on 9th May last it had grown 
to many thousands. He had repeatedly asked 
the directors to give him help in conducting 
the trade, but he had never received it. 

In reply to his counsel, Mr. J. P. Murnane. 
witness said that he never put one penny 
that did not belong to him into his pocket, 
and he had never dealt with Messrs. Tylers 
money in any irregular manner. 

As manager he had been paid £7 per week, 
plus commission on sales of threepence in the 


pound. 
Examined by Mr. Joseph A. McCarthy, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Kevin Haugh (in- 


structed by the Chief State Solicitor), pro- 
secuted, the accused man said that when he 
pleaded guilty to making false representa- 
tions with regard to consignments he did not 
know that he had been charged with fraud. 
In making those representations he did not 
realise that he was acting wrongly. He had 
adopted that means of making up for pre- 
vious short, consignments for which he had 
not claimed, and he did not benetit one penny 
from the transactions. He said that he could 
not explain why consignments éntered as 
dispatched in the postal book were not ac- 
counted for in the daily sales book. He 
could not explain why 120 out of 546 parcels 
over a period of two months had not ap- 
peared in the daily sales book. At the stock- 
taking on May 5th it was stated that stock 
was short to the value of £384 for the period 
February-May, representing about 750 pairs 
of shoes. He could not give any explanation 
for their disappearance. : 

After an absence of forty-five minutes the 
jury found the accused man not guilty on all 
counts. 

In the matter of charges to which the ac- 
cused man had pleaded guilty, Judge Davitt 
said that he was in all the circumstances pre- 
pared to deal with them by way of a suspen- 
sory senténce if bail could be found for Ashe's 
good behaviour. 

The accused man was put back until Thurs. 
day morning.

i NAVAN, Tuesday. 
Fs but cloudy weather favoured the 


annual Show of the County Meath 
Agricultural Society, Ltd., held in the 
shew grounds here te-day. The entries totalled 


| 431, apart from the horse-jumping competi- 


sions, and were about 120 fewer than tart 
year. Occuring as it does almost on the 
eve of the Dublin Horse Show, this event 
always is remarkable for its fine display of 
hunters and young horses likely to make 
hunters from the County Meath and its 
borders. In this department the aggregate 
entry showed an increase of fifteen over last 
years total, tha only regrettable feature 
being that, while the five-year-olds and over 
were forward in greater strength than a. year 
ago, four-year-olds were fewer. Out of 
eleven entries in thé class for heavy-weight 
carriers, Mr. FP. Kavanagh, Glasnevin, 
‘Dublin, had an outstanding winner in his 
County Meath-bred five-year-old brown geld- 
ing, Stout Heart, by Mount William, dam 
by Ben Alder. He had, however, a strong 
runner-up in Mr. M. Galway Grecr’s Man 0 
Mine. There was also good compétition in 
the class for made huntérs to carry 12st. 7ib. 
to 14st., and Mrs. Mansfield’s chestnut 
elding, Congress, by Sourdlestown from 
Crotanctoun elle, proved a popular leader. 
The pony class attractéd no fewer than 21 
entries, and gave considérable difficulty to 
the judges becanse of the difference in 
size of the exhibits. It was svgyzested to 
the committee that at future Shows there 
should be classés for ponies under 12 hands 
and for ponies up to 14 hands, instead of one 
class only. 

There were seventy cattle entries, just the 
same as last year, and among the exhibits 
were a number of excellent dairy cows. The 
class for Abérdeen Angus cows was excép- 
tionally good, while there was also a credit- 
able muster of calves. At the same time, 
it is hard to understand why some of the 
cattle classes intended for smaller farmers 
did not fill out well. This should éasily 
be one of the best cattle Shows in the 
country, but mest owners do not seem to 
caré for the trouble involved in preparing 
stock for exhibition. This was évident in 
some of the ordinary cattle classes, where 
several of the exhibits had never been 
handled before. 

There was a very small muster of sheep and 
swine, but the other sections were all well!

DECREE AGAINST LIMERICK 
FIRM, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Judgment for the plaintifis was given in 
the action in which Messrs. Bushell Bres., 
Eastcheap, London, sought damages ' jor 
breach of contract ayainst the Tournafulla 
(Co. Limerick) Creamery Company, Ltd. The 
claim was that defendants supplied to plain- 
tifis 250 cases of “ O.K.” brand cream which 
were not equal in quality to a sample pre 
viously submitted aud which, on analysis, 
were alleged to have been found to contam a 
highly peptonised watery substance which was 
not cream. The defendants denied having 
given any warranty regarding quality, and 
submitted that, if there had been any defect 
m the cream, it was due to the plaintiffs’ 
negligence in storing it for an unduly long 
period. 

Mr. Basil McGuckin, K.C., and Lord 
Hemphill (instructed by Messrs. Hogan and 
Shields) appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
J. M. FitzGerald. K.C., Mr. M. Binchy, 
K.C., and Mr. M. Danaher (instructed by 
Messrs. R. Cussen’and Son) for the defendants. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the importance 
of the action was entirely out of ae 
to the amount. of money involved. It yas 
important to the plaintitis, who were a Qem 
of good repute carrying on the business of 
distributors of foodstuffs, and important to 
the defendants, whose creamery, although 
net very Jong established, had been described 
by an official of the Department of Agricul- 
ture as one of the best eouipped and most 
efficient in the country. He found on the 
‘evidence that there had been a warranty in 
regard to the quality of the cream, that the 
sale was bv sample, that the cream supplied 
was not up to sample, that it was not 
damaged by any negligence of plaintiffs in 
its storage, that the nuinber of tins found 
defective was greater than the number that 
might reasonably have been expected, and 
that the defendants did not exercise due care 
in its manufacture. He gave judgment for 
the plaintiffs for £110, with costs. 

Mr. Mc(iuckin said that there was ho 
vindictiveness on the part of plaintiffs. He 
hoped that the good feeling that had existed 
between the plaintiffs and the Inish creameries 
would continue.

HIRTY-SEVEN persons, who had been convicted by the 
Military Tribunal, yesterday left the military detention barracks 

at Arbour Hill, Dublin. They were released, as an official state- 
ment put it,‘ in view of the decision of the High Court in a recent 


case. 


Exciting scenes marked the arrival of the party of 21 Republican 
ex-prisoners at their Dublin headquarters. A sergeant of police was 
hustled, and two Guards went to his assistance. The Guards were 
afterwards obliged to leave the street. 


The prisoners were not released simultaneously , and a Blue 
Shirt prisoner left by one gate and Republican prisoners by a different 


gate. 


Many of the men left for their homes in the country by train or 


omnibus during the evening.

MARCH FROM THE PRISON.

The Republicans marched together out 
of the prison at about 4 p.m., and made 
their way to the General Post Office, 
O'Connell street. Here they were met by 
a group of friends who had rushed by car,

STREET CLEARED. 


The three Guards kept their tempers,

and there was no recourse to batons. 
They extricated themselves from the 
crowd, and, followed by cries, left the 
street. A moment or two later, Inspector

was immediately surrounded by a crowd, 
but was able to persuade the leaders to 
their followers into the head- 
quarters. Then the police set about 
movine-on the large crowd of vniookers 
and the street became quiet again.

FUTURE OF THE SAFETY 
ACT.

LL NGLAND’S weather at Headingley, 

Leeds, yesterday saved England from 
defeat in the fourth Test match, and also 
decided the duration of the final match for 
the Ashes at The Oval next month. ‘This 
match may last for days, but it will go on 
until one side or the other has won. 

If Australia had won at Leeds yesterday 
England would have had to beat her in a 
four-day match to keep the Ashes; if 
Australia had won she would have been 
one up, with ohe four-day match to play, 
and England would have had a job to 
beat her. Now each has one victory, with 
two draws. ‘The winner at The Oval wins 
the Ashes. It is “ fifty-fifty.’’ 

That cloudburst “cheered the hearts of 
the 5,000 English spectators tremendously. 
They simply revelled in the downpour. It 
made the Australian supporters very sad— 
nearly as sad as the Australian cricketers, 
who had seen the rain do what their op- 
ponents could not do—thwart them. 

Woodfull said “ It's a pity.” But he 
was a great sportsman in his disappoint- 
ment. 

‘‘ It is a great pity that the rain came to 
spoil what might have been a very hard 
struggle,’’ he said.

LIGHTNING AND RAIN.

They stared and stared for fully 
an hour after all the players and the rest 
of the spectators had cleared from the 
ground, 

They ought to have looked heavenward 
—although, of course, they were no longer 
interested in clouds. 

How different to mid-day; suddenly 
there had come a streak of lightning 
shooting right across the western horizon, 
a clap of thunder, and then the deluge. 
It did not rain—water came down in 
bucketfuls, flooded the piteh, put the out- 
field under water, and completely wiped 
out all hopes of play—that is to say, hopes 
on the Australian side, although there 
were fears among the English supporters 
—for several hours. 

Stretches of water covered parts of the 
playing field. It was particularly deep on 
the boundary separating the pitch from 
the players’ pavilion. Even if the wicket 
had been playable, fieldsmen and b*-tsmen 
would have had to be carried on to the 
pitch. They were separated from the field 
by a ditch of water three inches deep. 


INSPECTING THE PITCH. 

Again and again Wyatt and Woodfull, 
the rival captains, went out and inspected 
the pitch. 

On every occasion English partisans, 
who could hope for nothing except rain, 
looked anxiously up with fervent prayers 


that rain would come again, Their prayers: 


were unwanted.. The ‘cloudburst had 
sufficiently satured the pitch to put finis 
to cricket. Yet it was not until nearly 
six o'clock that the official decision was 
given that the game would be abandoned.

ARMENIANS TO BE 
ELECTROCUTED. 
From Revutrr’s CORRFSPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Two of the Armenians convicted recently 
of murdering the Archbishop’ Leon 
Primate of the Apostolic 
Armenian Church in the U.S.A., last 
Christmas Eve, have been sentenced to 
electrocution. The remaining seven have 
received sentences of from ten to twenty 
years’ imprisonment. 

The Archbishop, who was a naturalised 
British subject, was for several, years 
Armenian Bishop of Manchester. He was 
a man of gigantic stature, weighing 
twenty-five stone. 

He was attacked by a mob of men with 
knives and daggers as he walked towards 
the altar during a Service in Holy Cross 
Armenian Church, New York. He fell 
mortally wounded. 

The cause of the crime was a politico- 
religious feud, the assassins being 
Tashnags, a tribe which was ousted from 
power in Armenia, after ruling the country 
for several years, under Soviet protection. 
Last July the Archbishop had ordered the 
Tashnag flag to be removed from’ the 
speaker's platform during Armenian Day 
celebrations at the World Fair in Chicago. 

The Tashnags swore to avenge this 
insult, and the assassination of the Arch- 
bishop was the result. - |

He is succeeding 
Count von der Schulenburg, who has been 
appointed German Ambassador in Moscow, 
and will take up his new position probably 
in the middle of September. The Bucha- 
rest Legation, to which Herr von Dehn 
has been promoted, has had a number of 
very distinguished occupants. One of 
them was the famous von Kiderlen, an- 
other von der Busche and & third von 
Kihlmann, who eventually became Ger- 
many's Foreign Minister during the War 
and played a decisive part in European 
policy.

He came here more than ten years ayo as 
the. first German Consul-General to the 
Free State, and during his stay in this 
country he has become so well known 
as to be regarded almost as an Irishman. 
When he was promoted to the rank of 
Minister his appointment was universally 
popular, and since that time ‘he has 
represented his country in Ireland with 
dignity and consummate tact. He has 
entered with enthusiasm into the life of 
the Irish people, taking a prominen:s part 
not only in the social, but also in the 
sporting activities of the country. There 
is no more popular member of the All- 
Ireland Polo Club than Dr. von Dehn, 
who has endeared himself to all his 
fellow-players by his fine sportsmanship 
and unfailing good fellowship. As a host 
he has no superiors, and very few equals; 
his home in Dublin for ten years has been 
a centre of intellectual and artistic life 
in the Irish capital, and it is not too 
much to say that he has made more 
friends in Ireland than any other foreign 
representative. ;

HOME CONSUMER MAY 
PAY MORE.

By Our Potirica, CORRESPONDENT, 
48 Free State Department of Agricul- 

ture announce that unless the Executive 
Council otherwise determine, the rate of 
export bounty payable on bacon has been 
increased tó 28s. per cwt. in respect of 
bacon exported during the months of July 
and August, 1934. 

An order came into operation on Apri! 
1 of this year fixing the bounty on ex- 
ported bacon. at 12s. per ewt. This was 
increased on May 21 to 20s. per cwt. 
According to the order now iútasd the in- 
increased rate of 28s. per cwt. will operate 
for the present month of July and the 
month of August, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the Executive Council. 

The increase of the bounty is apparently 
due to the scarcity of Lacon supplies in 
the »wree State, and the consequent 


inability of the curers to fill the quota. 


FEEDING STUFFS. 


The scarcity of pigs was said by one 
authority to be due to the lack of feeaing 
stuffs, but this, it is hoped, will rectify 
itself shortly as soon as the potato crop 
is harvested. 

One effect of the increased bounty will 
be, apparently, to deflect a certain por- 
tion of the supplies from the home market 
in order that the British quota may be 
filled. Another is that the home con- 
sumer may be obliged to pay more for his 
bacon. 

It is not thought that the increased 
bounty will bring any considerable in- 
crease in price to the producer. 

The home consumer appears likely to be 
the main sufferer, since while he will be 
obliged to pay his share of the increased 
bounty in the form of taxes, he will also 
have to pay more for his bacon. supplies.

THE LABOUR 
PROGRAMME. 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes :——-Labour’s boldly advertised pro- 
gramme of action may prove to be an 
anti-climax. It is not the party’s last 
word before the next general election, 
although it seems to have been prepared 
ir. the expectation that an appeal to the 
country may be made before the date of 
the party’s conference next year. It has 
less of the character of a programme of 
action than of a complete catalogue or 
window display of all the measures, legis- 
lative and administrative, which the 
Labour Party has yet formulated for the 
achievement of the Socialist State. There 
can be no doubt of its full-blooded or full- 
throated Socialism. If it omits any item 
at all from the programme of action. of the 


Socialist League, the deficiency is not 
apparent at first sight. Everything 


appears to be there—the nationalisation 
of the banks and the other financial 
institutions, drastic reorganisation, and for 
the most part nothing short of immediate 
public ownership and control of all sorts 
of industries, a revision of parliamentary 
procedure to permit of the expeditious 
approval of the various measures of 
Socialist reconstruction and, in certain 
circumstances, the abojition of the House 
of Lords. This is the full programme, the 
srand scheme and detailed plan of the 
legislative route to the Socialist promised 
land. 

An electoral majority is to be inter- 
preted as conferring a mandate to abolish 
the House of Lords in any event, 
apparently, but particularly if-the House 
of Lords seeks to wreck essential measures. 
That is to say, that when a Labour 
Government is.in office the House of Lords 
would be offered the choice between docile 
acquiescence in all the. Government pro- 
poses and extinction. The Parliament 
Act would be set aside, the constitutional 
rights of the Second Chamber disregarded, 
and the Labour Government deeply in- 
volved in a constitutional crisis. This 
vast programme of action is the line of a 
general attack upon the existing order. It 
will finally separate the electorate into 
Socialists and non-Socialists, and there 
ee be no room for divisions on either 
side,

DEVELOPMENTS

LARGE TOWNS TO BE 
LINKED UP. 


The British air mail service between the 
big towns is to be rapidly developed. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, the Postmaster- 
General, told a reporter.that in August the 
railway companies were to add further air 
services tentatively to those now tunning. 

“They will link up the great cities of 
this country—London, Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Belfast, Glasgow, Liverpool, 
Cardiff, Plymouth and Southampton, 
together with the Isle of Man,’’ he said, 
adding that they would have air mail 
services for those places so far as flying 
times permit, and practical use would be 
made of them. 

For instance, a letter posted at Belfast 
at 8.45 a.m. would be delivered in the City 
of London about 4 p.m., or in Southampton 
about 4.30 p.m. 

“There will be no extra charge for 
letters weighing not more than two ounces, 
or for postcards. 

‘The only condition is that the blue air 
mail atbel shall be put on letters intended 
for air transmission, or that letters should 
be marked ‘ by air mail.’ ”’ : 

The Postmaster-General said he had 
arranged to appoint an air mail adviser to 
keep a “ lively eye ” on possible develop- 
ments, and he would propose one or two 
extra members of the Advisory Council to 
form an ‘‘ Air Mail Panel.”’

‘CLIMATE AND 
RISKS OF SUN 


VIRTUE OF SPA AND 
SEASIDE. 


ADVICE OF DR. S. 
WATSON SMITH.

R. S. WATSON SMITH, Honorary 


Physician to the Royal Victoria and 
West Hants Hospital,. Bournemouth, who 
has succeeded Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead 
as President of the British Medical 
Association, discussed the influence of 
climate upon health, in his presidential 
address to the Association here to-night. 
Matters, he said, had now reached a 
stage when local authorities were in 
process of developing national, hospital 
schemes for providing for the sick and 
disabled of all classes. These schemes 
should first take into consideration the 
views and demands of the medical pro- 
fession, the members of which, above all 
sections of the community, knew the rea! 
needs of the situation, whether local or 
national. -There were those who believed 
climate to be the most influential of the 
natural causes controlling the destinies 
of mankind. The importance of sunlight 
could not be over 


It is desirable, however, said Dr. Smith, 


to impress upon the community that, while 


the sun is our greates natural friend, it 
can, if regarded with disrespect or 
insolence, become an equally potent foe. 
Here again it is the duty of the profession 
to counsel that moderation is essential to 
the successful practice of any theory. For 
not only does an excessive exposure to 
light-rays, whether natural or artificial, 
entail fatigue and exhaustion, but it also 
produces early degeneration of the skin, 
such as may be scen in sailors. Because 
of immediate and the remote risks of over- 
radiation, caution should be advised in the 
use of the sun bath and of artificial light 
baths. But properly and prudently used, 
sunlight is of inestimable value. 

From the point of view of the man of 
business alone, it has been proved that 
daylight and industrial efficiency are 
directly proportional, the one measuring 
the other, | 


GENERAL IGNORANCE, 


The ignorance of the majority as to the 
elimate and also as to the health resort best 
suited for them is notorious. A careful 
study of an invalid’s general ‘state of 
health and mental traits should be made 
before recommending the suitable place. 
Often a climate with frequent, but 
moderate, variations will prove beneficial, 
the more so if combined with a regular 
rhythm of rest, sleep, open-air exercise, 
and a properly supervised and dispensed 
diet; beautiful surroundings, changes of 
scene and of manne1 of life all helping 
to encourage the invalid. 

As our knowledge of applied climatology 
increases it will be found to be more and 
more of value as a factor in the successful 
treatment and diminution, or even elimina- 
tion, of disease, the results of which, under 
differing climatic conditions in various 
parts of the world, and especially of the 
British Isles and Empire, will thus be 
tabulated and mapped out. i 

Although, he went on, from a medical 
standpoint doubt had been cast upon the 
value of the chemical properties of spa 
waters, that doubt had been dispelled with 
a more exact knowledge of bio-chemistry, 
which had led to a correct interpretation 
of their action and so of their medical 
use. 

The regular replenishment of the circula- 
tion was a vital necessity, and the norma! 
healthy intake of water should amount to 
three pints each day. Children too young 
to help themselves often had so small a 
daily allowance as to suffer fluid starva- 
tion. Similarly, the elderly might drink 
too little; but the fault of taking in- 


sufficient liquid during the twenty-four 


hours was more common among women. 

Spa waters, whether taken by the mouth 
or by bathing, had a tonic action. 

The serious condition of so-called thermal 
debility was the real danger of bath treat- 
ment at spas, and was induced, especially 
in the delicate, sooner or later, by too 
frequent hot baths, as by hot climates, 
Thus the need arose for applying cold to 
the skin after hot baths to produce a 
reaction, 


THE FACTOR OF REST. 


In sufficient rest was a very fruitful 
source of premature collapse, so that a 
sedative environment had to be sought for 
escape from the nervous strain of modern 
life, such as could be found in the South 
Coast resorts, and on the plains inland, 
away from valleys. 

At the present time the fashionable 
rest-cure appeared to be the sea-cruise 
holiday, in the sun, offering the com- 
pletest rest possible for the healthy man, 
his whole mental, outlook changing as the 
waves carried him away for many days 
from shore conditions. For*the healthy 
and vigorous nothing could be better, but 
for the invalid the discomforts of rough 
weather and sea sickness rendered such 
cruises of very questionable benefit. 

He urged that the scientific, sane and 
right guidance in the development of 
health resorts and spas should be the 
part of an educated medical profession. 
Both locally and generally, the whole 
subject ought to be surveyed, reviewed 
and tabulated. Medicinal springs and 
baths should be under a public control. 

It is plain, he coneluded, that our 
health resorts are in need of necessary, 
but sympathetic, reorganisation and im- 
provement, much of which could be 
effected by a healthy rivalry in catering 
for the requirements of the jaded and 
sick, and by competition in the provision 
of the things that matter. We must not 
neglect and starve the mind while 
lavishly catering for the body. A day 
may well some when the healing art will 
include advice as to suitable studies in 
art, science and literature as mental 
tonics.

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NORTHERN TRANSPORT PROBLEM. 


GOVERNMENT AND 
THE POLE REPORT. 


LEGISLATION TO BE 
INTRODUCED. 


From Oun Own ConRRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 
T« Northern Government has decided 


to accept the general principles con- 
tained in Sir Felix Pole’s report upon 
the co-ordination of road and rail services in 
Northern Ireland. This announcement was 
made here to-day by Sir Dawson Bates, the 
Minister of Home Affairs, on behalf of the 
Government. He said :— 
'**In approaching this matter the Govern- 
ment have kept prominently before their 
minds the fact that the public interest is the 
, primary consideration. The public aie 
entitled to have the most convenient apd 
eficient transport which can be provided on 
an economic basis. 


We have decided to adopt the general 


- principles contained in Sir Felix Pole’s recom- 


mendations, and steps will, therefore, be 
taken to submit to Parliament proposals on 
the iollowing basis :— 

“‘(1) That a Road Board shall be created 
to ubsorb all enterprises carrying passengers 


and goods for hire on the public roads. This 
will include 10ad vehicles operated by railway 
companies, but will not include taxi-cabs, nor 


will it nelude the undertaking of fhe Belfast 
Corporation, unless this undertaking is subse- 
quently brought in by agreement with the 
Corporation. 

““(2) That a Joint Standing Commnittee shall 
be formed, consisting of an equal number of 
representatives of the raliways and the Road 
Board, and that this Committee should be 
charged with the duty of co-ordinating the 


road and rail services, and with preparing a 
comprehersive scheme for maintaining efficient 
and convenient services, and with determining, 


in the first place, the charges to be made 
thereior. 

‘ (3) That the gross trathe receipts of the 
Road Beard and ot the railways, after deduc- 
tion of certain working expenses, shall be 
brought into a pool, and that the proceeds of 
the poo! shall be divided between the rail- 
ways and the Raad Board on an equitable 
basis. 

"“ (4) That adequate safeguards shall be 
provided to ensure reasonable charges and to 
prevent undue preference, and that an 
independent tribunal, with an inexpensive and 
elastic procedure shall be provided, to which 
the public can have recourse. 

‘Fair compensation will be paid by the 
-Road Board for all undertakings absorbed by 
it, and, in the absence of agreement, such 
compensation will be determined by a 
tribunal. 


THE ROAD BOARD. 

‘Tt should be clearly understood that the 
Road Board will be a commercial concern, 
carrying on a trading undertaking on com- 
mercial lines. The necessary capital will be 
raised by the issue of stock by the Board, 
which will be charged upon the carnings of 
the undertaking. 

‘It will be the duty of the Board and of 
the railway companies to provide an adequate 
and satisiactory service for the public at 
reasonable rates and on reasonable condi- 
tions, and, subject to the fulfilment of these 
requirements, they will be at liberty to carry 
on their operations in whatever way seems 
to them, as business men, best. 

“ These proposals will not affect the right 
of any individual to carry goods in connec- 
tion with his business in his own vehicles.”’

Asked with regard to the position of the 
railway companies, Sir.

It would then be a matter for the directors 
and shareholders to rearrange their services 
through the Joint Committee. .The Govern- 
ment did rot intend to interfere in the inter- 
nal construction.cf the railway companies. 

Asked if the road transport companies 


would locse their identity under the Road | 


Transport Board, Sir Dawson replied that 
all the services would be operated under the 
Board as che service. e Ommibus com- 
panies could either take up stock of the new 
toad Board as holding companies or the 
shareholders could accept it individually. It 
My be possible to establish a new industry 
in Northern Irelend for the supply of motor 
vehicles under the scheme, . 

Replying to a suggestion that the new 
scheme was ah experiment in transport for 
the benefit of other countries, a kind of “ try- 
ing it on the dog,“ Sir Dawson declared tha: 
the Northern Government was looking only at 
the interests of Ulster people and their trans- 
port arrangements, and were not looking at 
the interests of English or Scottish transport 
operators. 

With regard to a suggestion put to him 
that the effect of the new scheme would mean 
an increase in fares and. goods transport 
charges, he said that he hoped not. 

The new scheme will be operated in the 
interest of the general public, not in the 
interest of the railways or 'bus companies or 
road haulers. When people talk about 
monopolies it is all nonsense. You have either 
the monopoly of the big purse or some State 
control, and which does the public prefer?

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TUBERCULOSIS 
IN BELFAST. 


DECLINE IN 
DEATH RATE. 


THE DANGER OF 
INFECTION, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDEXT. 


' BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE Chief Tuberculosis Officer for Belfast 
ga (Dr. Andrew Trimble), in his annual 
report states that there hag been a 
steady decline in deaths from tuberculosis in 
Belfast since the year 1898—indicating a re- 
duction of 75 per cent. in 56 years, notwith- 
standing the fact that the annual rates for 
the past seven years have been calculated on 
the census figures for the year 1926, 

The reduction in the tuberculosis death- 
rate would undoubtedly be even greater if 
the actual population of the city for the year 
1335 were known, but this is not possible 
since the Registrar-General: has ceased to 
issue estimated figures for inter-censal years. 

During 19335 2,161 new patients were ex- 
amined, and of these 1,164, or 48 per cent., 
were found to be suffering from tuberculosis. 
Dr. Trimble draws attention to the relative 
incidence of tuberculosis among males and 
females in Belfast. Formerly more females died 
in Belfast from tuberculosis than males, 
contrary to the experience in Great Britain, 
where the male death-rate has been higher 
than thefemale rate for matiy years. Recently, 
however, the incidence of tuberculosis among 
females in Belfast has become less severe than 
previously. 

The question of infection is carefully dealt 
with in the report by an elaborate analysis, 
showing the number of patients who are 
living with one or more definitely tuberculous 
persons. Dr. Trimble says that the primary 
sources of infection is the tubercle bacillus 
in the sputum or other discharge from the 
patient. If this infected sputum or discharge 
is not carefully disposed of, or if sufficient 
care is not taken in the cleansing of the 
household utensils used by the patient the 
results are almost certain to be grave, especi- 
ally among the children of the family. 

Spitting in streets or public conveyances 
is strongly condemned by the chief tuber- 
culosis officer. He says:—‘‘ The spread of 
infection within the household is bad enough, 
and sometimes inevitable in overcrowded con- 
ditions, but there is no excuse for the offen- 
sive and filthy habit of spitting in streets and 
public cofiveyances, where the sputum is 
hable to be dried and carried into the air 
or borne on the feet of passers-by into the 
homes of the people,” 


OBITUARY. 


SERGEANT DENIS O’BRIEN. 
The oldest in-pensioner at the Royal Hos- 
pital, Chelsea, London, Sergeant Denis 
O’Brien, M.S.M., has just died at the age of 
ninety-four. Born at Puomocieati. Limerick, 
in 1840, he enlisted when he was twenty years 
of age, and served with the Colours for nearly 
twenty-three years. While in the lst Batta- 
lion of the Royal Munster Fusiliers he spept 
twelve years in India and four years at Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. His war service included 
the North-West Frontier and the Umheyla 
campaigns, and he was also awarded the 
Meritorious Service Medal. Sergeant O’Brien 
was discharged on-pension at Halifax in 1882. 
His relatives from Limerick, who attended the 
funeral, paid a tribute to the Adjutant, 
Quartermaster, and nursing staff of the Royal 

Hospital for their courtesy and kindness. —

At the adjourned annual meeting of Cork 
County Council to-day, Mr. W. J. Broderick, 
T.D., presiding, Mr. D. L. O’Gorman in- 
quired 1f any reply had been received to the 
Council’s resolution with reference to seizures 
for land annuities. 

The Secretary read the reply from the De- 
partment of Justice, which stated that no 
undertaking was given by or on behalf of 
the Land Commission, in Court or elsewhere, 
that, pending the hearing of the case of 
Thomas Halpin against the Attorney-General! 
and the Under-Sheriff for County Longford, 
no seizures would be made. On the contrary, 
instructions had been issued to all Under- 
Sheriffs that payment must be enforced forth- 
with by every means at their disposal, includ- 
ing levy by distraint and sale of the de- 
faulters’ goods and chattles, if necessary. . 

Mr. O'Gorman said that it was quite true 
that no general undertaking was given, but 


the validity of the act was impugned. 
He quoted a newspaper report intimat- 
ing that an assurance had been 
given in court that no séizures would 


be made on Mr. Halpin on condition that he 
lodged in Court. the amount of his annuity. 
Mr. O'Gorman, continuing, said that judging 
by the fate that had overtaken the decisions 
of the Military Tribunal 

Chairman—I don’t think we should bring 
the Military Tribunal into it. There was no 
necessity to give an undertaking if the money 
was lodged. 

Mr. O’Gorman—That is not the point. I 
want it decided whether the Land Commission 
has legal power to seize without a warrant. 

The Chairman maintained that the Land 
Commission had replied to the question put to 
them. 

Mr. O’Gorman asked the Council to support 
a resolution demanding that the trial of the 
F*.lpin case be expedited. 

Mr. Downing said that, as the largest ad- 
ministrative body in the Free State, it was 
their duty to protest against the high-handed 
action of the Government in seizing farmers’ 
cattle. i 

The Chairman said that was a political reso- 
lution, but he saw no objection to the Council 


unanimously supporting Mr. O'Gorman in his: 


request to have the hearing of the Halpin case 
expedited.

DRAMA. 


RESCUE PARTY’S 
BYRD CALLING FOR 
HELP. | 
“Times” Tevegram. 


NEW YORE, Tuesday: 
“RR party of five which set out on Fri- 
day'in a tractor to bring Rear- 
Admiral Byrd back to “- Little America ’’ 
from his hut-in the ice in the Ross Sea, 
where he has spent the past, four months 
alone, has had to turn back. : 

There is much concern for Rear-Admiral 
Byrd’s safety; for, although he had 
planned to remain in his snow-buried hut 
until September or October, and had 
ample provisions and other supplies, he 
issued orders by wireless last week to send 
the tractor to fetch him “ home,” as he 
had a “bad arm.” He said that he was 
having to depénd upon a hand wireless 
set, as the régular set had failed him. 

Thére is still winter darkness in the 
Antarctic, and that and frequent blizzards 
and intense cold—the temperature has 
been as low as 71 degrees’ below zero— 
make any attempts to rescue the Rear- 
Admiral exceedingly . hazardous. 

The tractor expedition of five men was 
able only with the greatest difficulty to 
follow as much as fifty miles of the trail, 
and there were still seventy-three miles 
to go when it had to turn back. 

Many of the flags which had guided it 
were found only after coasting round for 
a number of miles. 

Some flags had disappeared altogether 
under snow-drifts. There were no flags 
whatever discernible after, the first fifty 
miles, where the most dangerous part of 
the whole journey was to begin—a march 
across ice, full of crevasses hidden by 
snow. 

When the tractor party, which. to-day 
was still twenty-eight miles from the base 
camp, returns there it will be decided 
whether to attempt to reach Rear-Admiral. 
Byrd with a sl party at once, or to 
wait until the darkness has ended.

IRELAND AND A 
REPUBLIC. 


MR. MACDERMOT’S 
LETTER. | 


Is the course of a lengthy letter to 
The Times, Mr. Frank MacDermot 
writes :— 

In Ireland itself the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
is dead, and its remains, carefully 
embalmed and exposed to view, are an 
embarrassment to those who favour the 
British connection and not to those who 
oppose that connection. 

Whether the majority of the inhabitants 
of the Irish Free State would vote against 
membership of the Commonwealth, if that 
question could be isolated from all others, 
would depend, to a great extént, on how 
the matter was put to them. The 
Republican tradition is by no means the 
central historic tradition of Irish 
nationalism, but it has held the field for 
18 years. Its heroes, its legends, its 
achievements have been ceaselessly 
exalted by General O'Duffy and. Mr. 
Cosgrave, no less than by Mr. de Valera 
and the so-called I.R.A. ‘‘ National 
record ’’—phrase much beloved of our 

liticians—has come to méean a 
Repablican record and. nothing else. 
Vested interests have been built up which 
impede rational consideration of the 
subject on its merits. But the most valu. 
able of all the assets of those who advocate 
separation is the impression that we are 
under eXternal compulsion in the matter. 


IRISH UNITY. 


I suggest that Great Britain would be 
as wise to abandon the Treaty as would 
the United States of America to abandon 
the collection of War debts. If I were an 
Englishman, I should face with entire 
composure the possibility of the Free State 
converting itself into a republic. Every 
objection there might be to the existence 
of an unfriendly Irish Republic applies 
equally to the existence of an unfriendly 
Irish Free State, and there are additiona! 
objections to the latter which do not apply 
to the former. 

As an Irishman, on the other hand, I 
strongly object to leaving the Common- 
wealth for a variety of, what seem to me, 
excellent reasons, but most especially for 
the sake of the unity of Ireland, which I 
firmly believe can be attained, and can 
only be attained, within the Common- 
wealth, 

The present Irish Government can 
hardly avoid asking at the next general 
election for a mandate to déclare a 
republic, unless something happens to 
change the situation. The process of 
“breaking fetters’’ cannot be extended 
for ever. Public opinion will not allow 
them to continue indefinitely calling them- 
selves extreme Republicans and doing 
nothing about it. Yet the more clear- 
sighted of them fully realise that the 
republic would bring acute disillusion- 
ment. ‘ 


DECLARATION ASKED. 


It may be remembered. that about seven 
months ago Mr. de Valera: addressed a 
letter to Mr. Thomas, inquiring whether 
Great Britain would adopt punitive 
economic measures in the event of our de- 
claring a Republic, and that Mr. Thomas 
refused to reply to a hypothetical question. 
That Great Britain should promise not to 
hurt us if we took this action was a thing 
beneath our dignity to ask, and Mr. de 
Valera has been vigorously chastised for 
it by his political opponents. 

The declaration for which I am arguing 
is something different. It would answer 
not a hypothetical, but an actual, .ques- 
tion—a question of status. Have we the 
right to secede? An answer in the 
affirmative would, in my judgment, have 
far-reaching effects for good. I suggest 
that the British Government should take 
an early opportunity to waive their Treaty 
rights and to give such an answer,

The Justice said that in his view the affray 
could have been avoided if the Guards-.used 
more tact and common-sense. He did not 
look on the assault as serious, and commented 
strongly on defendants being kept in custody 
for seven days. He sentenced James Ryan, 
Richard Ryan, and Edward Sullivan to seven 
days’ imprisonment from date of arrest, and 
bound the other defendants to the peace for 
six months.

When 
he got up in the morpivg she and Rahilly 
were gone. 

Hannah Sullivan, sister of the previous 
witness, stated that she saw the accused 
woman beat Rahilly with a stick, and heard 
her talking to him about two children he 
would not support, 

Sergeant Troy stated that when he visited 
the house after Conway’s death the accuse 
woman was quite normal, and presented her 
usual appearance. She said it was her habit 
to taste everything she gave Martin, and on 
that morning when she tasted the salts it was 
very bitter, and Martin said to her, “ Give 
me here that salts. What do you know about 
salts? It is in your mouth the taste is!”

“ ALL'S OVER, THEN?": 


This week the Abbey Theatre presents a 


‘play and a challenge. The play is Mr. Lennox 


Robinson’s ‘‘ All’s Over, Then?” and the 
challenge is by Mr. W. B. Yeats, who has 
had the play revived in order to give Dublin 
an opportunity of demonstrating that, unlike 
London, it knows a good play when it sees 
one. ‘‘I consider it, ' says he, in a special 
note on the programme, '' powerful, moving, 
and original.” , 
The testimonial is well deserved, and it 
might have been added that Mr. Robinson 
has never put tragedy more effectively on the 
stage than in this steadily-thickening plot, 
centring on the conflict between a woman's 
obsessing love for her husband and jealousy 
of her daughter, Why, then, did the London 
production of a few weeks ago so signally 
fail? Mr. Yeats calls into question the 
London audience’s judgment. An alternative 
suggestion is that the author, schooled to the 
traditional Abbey tempo, has made the action 
too slow for perfect tragedy. There are 
superfluities in the dialogue which might be 
deleted to the advantage of the play: 
Originality is a virtue which has to be 
checked carefully lest it becomes a fault, and 
there will be some who find that this new 
variation of the eternal triangle is drawn 
upon an unconvincing base. On the whole, 
we are inchned to. give Mr. Robinson the 
benefit of the doubt, and agree that a woman, 
slipping into old age and married to a man 
fifteen years her junior, may, despite the 
maternal instinct, develop such a hatred of 
her daughter—only child though she be-- 
whose companionship perpetuates the hus- 
band’s youth, that she is driven into an 
sttempt at murder. At all events, Mr. Robin- 
son admirably handles the theme for what 
it is worth, and concludes a series of tense 
situations with a splendidly ironic climax. 
He might have got away more easily. with 
this controversial theme had it been possible 
to accept the statement of the wife, as played 
by Eileen Crowe, that she was fifty-seven 
ears of age. Labouring under this disability, 
Miss Crowe, nevertheless, gave a magnificent 
performance, as did Shelah Richards in the 
daughter’s part. Their encounter in the second 
act was a piece of high tragedy. Barry Fitz- 
gerald, as the husband, gave a good impres- 
sion of a very ordinary man moving in an 
atmosphere of extraordinary emotions; and 
Arthur Shields did well as the callow engineer 
home from India on leave. Minor parts were 
played by F. J, McCormick and May Craig.
